The day was a grand one, Somewhat 
cloudy at first, the sun came out brightly

The Knights presented a splendid ap- 
peatance’on parade, and, with very few 
exceptions, completed the entire line of 
march,» As they passed the reviewing 
stands before Grand Commander Me- 
Curdy and-Governor Greenhalge; and later 
before Mayor Curtis, many. of them exe- 
cuted intricate military evolutions which 
won the expressed admiration of the 
thousands who witnessed them. These 
tactics were also introduced by the more 
' proficient ‘tomrhandéries at intervats 
along the line of march.

$17,848.30 paid over to the grand treasurer.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

Can you not make room for the follow- 
ing interesting: and urgent appeal that 
has just come from my former mission- 
ary associate, Dr. Grace N. Kimball, 
now in the centre of Armenia, 

. Van, July 22, 1895. 

‘*My plan is to give work to the people 
instead of gratuitous aid, and it works 
finely—tuo’ well, alas, for the cash I have 
to-work with. As.to the need, I can bard. 
ly exaggerate that if I tmed. I have been 
simply amazed at the horrible state of 
the people as revealed by this two week’s 
work. There is simply no limit to the 
misery; and thousands of dollars are 
needed to barely keep the people from 
starvation; and when the cold sets in the 
Lord have mercy on them ! ‘ 

Every person received: is required to 
bring a certificate of need from some re- 
liable source, but the number is so great 
that ‘hundreds! have been sent empty- 
w handed away, some of them’ sitk and 
weak Trom hunger, and ragged almost to 
indecency. I have 288 persons in my 
working list, who. represent about 1100

souls, with a pay roll of $100 a week. 
My method is to .buy raw cotton and 
wool and have itywashed, carded, spun 
and woven into cloth by the people who 
are skilled in such work. _ The product 
could be sold to the poor at-a loss if |any 
one had any money to buy anything. 
But they simply havn't. Once theweath- 
er begins'to grow cold the demand for 
élothing will be tremendons, and if we 
can only afford it, every stitch can well 
be given away, 

Such is our Industrial Relief work 
which finds itself well nigh bankrupt al- 
ready. The distress is unparalleled, Iam 
writing everywhere I can think of and 
hope.and pray: help may came. Ifit does 
not, may I not be here to see the onset 
of winter.”’

Last Sunday, Mrs. Clarissa Abbott 


Poor, Jmotherof-E-P-Poor-and=Mrs—€; 


i. Briggs, reached the great age of 92 
years, She wastborn in Andover, Aug- 
ust 25, 1803. She is one of the pioneer 
women of Lawrence, having settled here 
in the‘morth of Jane, 1848, alittle overa 
year after the birth of the new town of 
Lawrence. ° 

Mrs. Poor retains herfaculties remark 
ably well, considering her years, and her 
memoly is wonderful, especially relating 
‘to occurrences in the distant past. 

She is the last living of the fifteen chil- 
dren of Galeb Abbott. He was born in 
1751, and enlisted in the first company 
raised in Andover ‘for the revolutionary 
war. Te served throughout the entire 
war and took part in many of its battles. 
Was at Lexington and Bunker Hill,-went 
to Canada with Montgomery and Arneld, 
was at Trenton, and Princeton, and Sara- 
toga, and suffered from hunger and cold 
during the cruel winter at Valley Forge. 
He was at different times under the com- 
mand of Generals Washington, Montgom 
ery, LaFayette, Arnold and Poor, and in 
the regiments of Frye, Henley, Baldwin, 
Poor and Putnam, — 

After the war he returned to Andover, 
where, on his broad acres at the souther 
| ly, slope of Prospect Hill, he passed a 
| long and useful jlife, and brought up! a 


| large family to become honest and indus- 
| trious members of society. e. 
| In 1825,4Mr. Abbott with about 180 of 
his old comrades in arms met at Bunker 
Hill on the fiftieth anniversary of that 
battle and there iassisted in laying the 
corner stone of the monument which 
now crowns that height,. listened to the 
eloquent words of Webster, renewed old 
‘associations, and took by the hand one 
of his old commanders, Gen. Lafayette. 

Among his living grandchildren are 
the Hons. Daniel and Caleb Saunders, D. 
S.A. Valpey, Mrs. C. T. Briggs and E. 
P, Poor of Lawrence, and Nathan F. Ab- 
bott, Richard Abbott, Mrs. Prescott and 
Mrs. Eames of Andover. 

As far as is now known Mrs, Poor is 
the only person living who is the child of 
any of the over eight hindred soldiers 
who served from Andover in the ‘revolu 
tion.

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AN INSANE MOTHER. 
Mrs. F. R. Beard surdeinoniy Assaults her 


Sleeping Daughter, Josephine at 
Old Orchard, Me, 


It the good people of Andover were 
staitled last week by a heresy case, how 
ean we describe the feeling, following 
thes anvouncement, last Monday after- 
noon, that Mrs. F. &. Beard of West Par- 
ish Had made a murderous assault on her 
daughter, Josephine, also upon Miss Win- 
nie E. Gratfam of this town, at her cot- 
tage at® Old Orchard Beach, The news, 
which at first seémed incredible, proved 
true and by thatevening many of the sad 
‘particulars were obtained. 

The assayjt.was-made with a hatchet 
early Monday morning while both young 
ladies were asleep in a down stairs room, 
Miss Gratfam was awikened by the blow 
upon her Jhead ‘and though somewhat 
dazed had presence of mind and strength 
sufficient to get up, rush out df the room 
and give the alarm. The first person 
who heard hei cries was-Ira B. Denriétt, 
station agent at the camp ground, where 
Mrs. Beard’s cottage, built last spring, is 
located. MrvDennett’s own words as to 
what he did anu saw are as follows: 

“T was on my way to open the station, 
when I saw a young, weman in night 
clothes running out of Mrs. Beard’s cot- 
tage. ‘Come-quickly.’ she shouted, hold’ 
ing on to her head, faom which the blood 
was ‘running, stainiug her night dress" 
from head to feet. [ ran up to her, and, 
seeing that she was badly cut, I asked 
her what the matter was, and who had 
struck her: She replied: ‘Mrs. Beard did 
it, and she is now killing her daughter 
in there,’ 

I ran to Dv Boynton’s cottage, aroused 
him, and then ealled to Nicholas Robin- 
son, a Bosten & Maine’ car inspector; 
whose cottage is near by. At the same 
time, Mr. Godfrey, a guest at Calvin Gor- 
don’s cottage, came along. We assisted 
Miss Graffam into Mr. Robinson’s house, 
where Dr. Boynton attended her, r 

We three wen then ran over to the 
Beard cottage. When we get there Mrs. 
Reard was just coming from the back 
side of the cottage, and passing up the 
steps. When she'saw'us, she said to tis, | 
as coolly as if nothing had. happened: } 
‘You had better come in; I guess I am | 
crazy. I have been cutting them with a 
hatchet.’ 

We stepped in. The daughter was 
standing in the middle of the front room, 
beside the bed. She was covered with 
blood, and there was a gaping wound on 
the left side of her face, just below the 
tatiple. Blood was also trickling from 

-wounds_in_the back of her head. She 
said, as we stepped in: ‘I guess I look 
horrid, but I guess [am not hurt much.’ 
Mrs. Beard did not appear at all excited.’ 

As to the nature of the. wounds inflic- 
ted, Dr. Boynton of Somersworth, N. H., 
the first physician called, said in an in- 
terview: 

“T came down here for ‘a rest and did 
not bring a single instrument with me. 
When I was wanted I half dressed and 
went over to Mr. Robinson’s, where Miss 
Graffam had been taken. I found a cut | 
about three inches in length just over the 
left temple A bianch of the temporal 
artery had been severed and there was a 
slight bruise on her nose, evidently re 
ceived in her scuffle to get away from 
Mrs. Beard. I applied a ligature and 
stopped the flow of blood 
’ Then I went out to the Beard cottage, 
and with the assistance of Dr. Randall, 
dressed Miss Josephine’s wounds — Her 
worst wound, and one that I consider 
critical, is on the left side of the face,’ 
just opposite the top vf the ear. The cut 
was immediately under the xygomatic 
process, and so d ep that as we were 
dressing it we could see the pulsation in- 

The bleeding was more internal 
than external. There were also two flesh 
wounds on the back of the head, -but | 
} All the 
wounds were evidently made with the 
-dull hatchet, which was afterward found 
stained with blood, 


Miss Graffam, who is a close friend of 
Miss Beard, having been a college mate | 
at.Oberlin and who had been spending | 


t> her home here Monday night. In an 
interview she said: 

“T cannot positively recollect that I saw 

“Mrs. Beard or the ‘weapon, She came 

into’our room a.short time before and I 
awoke and spoke to her. There “was 
nothing unusual in her appearance, and 
after she went out I immediately went 
to sleep again. The next I realized some- 
thing awful had happened, and [ found 
myself struggling to yet out of bed. I 
suppose it was the blow from the hatchet 
that aroused me, and so dazed me that I 
hardly realized what I was about, till I 
reached the outer door and called for 
help.” : 

Miss Beard was taken to the Maine 
General Hospital at Portland, where ano- 
ther examination of the injuries showed 
that the skull was slightly fractured and 
at times ‘there had been internal bleed- 
ing. The physicians there ‘thought she 
would recover. 

Soon after the deed Mrs. Beard seemed 
to recover her selfpossession and accom- 
panied her daughter to the hospital, She 
also administered to the wants of her 
daughter previous to her departure for 
the hospital. Miss Beard thinks her 
mother was insane, when the deed was 
done, which she believed was caused in 
part by overwork and possibly by excite- 
ment and intense interest in the outcome 
of some examination which she had re- 
cently taken with a view to securing a 
position in a high school. 

This sad securrence has been the--sole 
topic of discussion here this week and 
has brought to mind the mysterious fire 
and death of the two Beard boys on the 
morning of November 18, 1879. , At that 
time’Mrs. Beard was brought before a. 
jury at.the instigation of the board of en

The feuds of “ibvitacies have been 
celebrated in song and story, and many 
a stirring refrain or bloody tale has been 
founded on the family wars of ‘‘the 
dark and bloody ground,’’ but no feud, 
ancient or modern, was ever settled in 
& more satisfactory manner or resulted

The fends of Kentucky have been 
celebrated in song and story, and many 
a stirring refrain er bloody tale has been 
founded on the family wars of ‘‘the 
dark and bloody ground,’’ but.no feud, 
ancient or moilern, was ever - settled! in 
& more satisfactory manner or resulted 
in ®& more lasting peace between the 
factions than was-brought about by the 
settlement of the feud between the 
Brown and Jones families in a county 
| horde ring on the Ohio river-w hich shall 
be nameless, " 

How the enmity between the families 
arose in the first place belongs not toa 
story of modern times, for the beginning 
was far back in the early history of the 
state.

they grew older they were never known 
to speak to each other.
